Aid to 453 needy aged persons in 
El] Dorado county in September, of 
this year, averaged $33.59 per per- 
son, or a total aid paid out through 
the county for the one month of 
$15,218, according to a study of old ! 
age assistance in California coun- | 
ties, recently completed by Califor- 
nia Taxpayers’ association. Total ; 
aid to the needy aged for the year 
ending September 30, 1939, in the 
county amounted to $173,496, the as- 
sociation found. 

In California 134,668 needy aged 
persons received aid during Sep- 
tember, averaging $32.46 per per- 
son. The cost of such aid to tax: | 
payers was $4,371,448 for the one 
month, For the year ending ee 
tember 30, 1939, aid to needy aged | 
persons in California exceeded ae - 4 


000,000, the actual figures being 
$50,270,061, the association found. 

Aid to the needy aged in Cali- 
firnia is financed on a three-way 
basis, the association stated, point- 
ing out that the county, state, and 
federal governments contribute. 
However, the total cost of all such | 
aid must be paid by the taxpayers, 
the association declared. 

“The number of persons receiv- 
ing aged aid has shown a steady in- 
crease since such assistance was 
started in California,” the associa- 
tion said. ‘In addition, the average 
aid per individual has increased.

14,700 NEW ESTIMATE FOR 
COUNTY POPULATION 


January 1, 1940, will be 14,700, ac- 
cording to preliminary estimates of 
the population of California coun- 
ties for 1940, recently made public 
by California Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion. The association’s estimate 
shows an increase of 6,375 persons 
over the 8,325 people in the county 
at the time of the 1930 census, or 
an increase of 77 per cent in the 
number of people in the county. 

Population of California is esti- 
mated at 7,100,000, an increase of 
| 1,400,000 since the 1930 census, when 
there were 5,677,251 people in the 
state, the association stated, This 
is an increase over the state as a 
whole of 25 per cent during the 
1930-1940 decade, according to the 
| association’s estimates. 

The ten counties showing the 
highest percentage increase in pop- 
| ulation since the last census were: 


El Dorado county’s population at 


Alpine, Mono, Shasta, Nevada, Mar- | 


| iposa, El Dorado, Yuba, Gern, Trin- 


ity and Plumas. 

“California is a growing state,” 
the association declared, “but the 
taxes collected by its state and lo- 
cal governments are 


During the present decade, while 
the population has increased 25 per 
cent, actual tax collections by the 
state and local governments have 
increased 36 per cent in the first 
nine years of the decade, going from 
$447,039,551 inu 1930 to $609,823,709 
in 1939. Since 1933, when state and 
local tax collections reached their 


lowest point. $354,735,488, in the cur- | 


rent decade, tax collections in Cal- 
ifornia have increased 72 per cent. 
In other words, the population of 


the state in ten years increased 25) 


per cent, and during the first nine 
of those ten years tax collections 
increased 36 per cent. However, in 
the six years since 1933 tax collec- 
tions have increased 72 per cent.”

TODAY'S 
PROFILE

Wayne Lyman Morse used to like 
nothing better than a good fight, 
with his own role that of an enthu- 
siastic — but judicious — partisan. 
Lately he’s become the Pacific 
Coast‘s No. 1 peace-maker in an 
industry often torn by labor war- 
fare. 

That is only one of the many con- 
tradictions in the career of the 39- 
year-old dean of the University of 
Oregon law school who is complet- 
ing his first year as coast water- 
front arbitrator. Morse was reared 
in the argumentative school of Wis- 
consin politics, and the late Robert 
M. LaFollette was and remains his 
model of a man. 

While attending the University 
of Wisconsin, Morse campaigned for 
LaFollette, argued for him on the 
college debate team, and repre- 
sented Wisconsin in the Big Ten 
Oratorical contests—usually urging 
LaFolette’s plan for over-ruling su- 
preme court decisions by a _ two- 
thirds vote of Congress, 

His rise has been rapid. After ob- 
taining his degree in labor econom- 
ics at Wisconsin, he went to the 
University of Minnesota as an in- 
structor and, incidentally, obtained 


a Master’s Degree in psychology and |

TAX CONSCIOUS consumers 
will be heard from when congress 
takes up farm money bills at the 
session opening Jan. 4 Strong re- 
sistance by the 
keeper of the 
family purse 
will be aimed at 
any revenue 
raising scheme 
which advances 
the cost of liv- 
ing. Consumer 
interest is in- 
creasing daily. 
Practically all 
the women’s or- 
ganizations 
have programs 
designed to cov- 
er needs for in- 
formation and 
guidance.

The Ultimate Consumer 


Now let’s see what confronts the 
ultimate consumer at the coming 
congress. : 

At the last regular session there 
was appropriated out of the federal 


$750,000,000 for farm benefit pay- 
ments. Two-thirds was ear-marked 
for soil conservation. The balance 
is required for crop control and 
other farm aid, payable during the 
current fiscal year, ending next 
June 30. 

Agriculture department econo- 


mists admit that farm prices have 
improved since the war's outbreak 
They predict continued improve. 
ment in 1940—but only on the sup. 
position that “the war will continue 
for at least a year.” They expres: 
doubt that congress will be as gen 
erous with the people’s money at 
the next session, so methods tc 
raise a portion of the funds through 
taxing the commodity are being ex- 
plored. Direct taxation schemes 
have been evolved by Senato) 
Wheeler of Montana as fo wheat 
by Senator Eliender of Louisiana a: 
to rice; by Senator Lee of Okla. 
homa as to cotton. 


The three measures authorize th¢ 
agriculture secretary to fix the ai- 
lotment that wheat, rice and cottor 
farmers may grow, and to pay 
these producers by certificates or 
the amounts they market. The cer: 
tificates, in turn, must be paid fo: 
by flour and rice millers and cottor 
manufacturers when they sell the 
processed goods to the ultimate 
user, Thus the certificate becomes 
a tax on each pound of flour anc 
rice and each yard of cotton whict 
finds its way to the consuming pub- 
lic. The burden is limited only by 
the needs of the consumer. 


Hundreds of Millions 


When the original processing ta» 
scheme was tried in NRA days 
(1934-'36) the government’s col. 
lections reached the sizable sum ol 
$960,720,400—all out of the Ameri- 
can citizen’s food and clothing 
budget. Flour’s contribution was 
the largest item. Cotton was a close 
second. Rice eaters were the least 
affected. 

The wheat flour Millers’ Nationa) 
Federation calculates that 158 
pounds of flour are consumed an- 
nually by each of America’s 130,- 
000,000 people. The Food Research 
Institute of Stanford University es- 
timates that we get away with 
about 103,000,000 barrels of flour 
annually. This is put at equivalent 
to something like 475,000,000 bush 
els of wheat. 


It makes the human brain ree’ 
to distinguish between pounds 
bushels and barrels, but it’s an ex- 
pert reckoning. 

The certificate plan envisions a 
tax on each bushel of wheat milled 
into flour. If Secretary Wallace 
fixes the tax at only 30 cents per 
bushel, this means that the ulti- 
mate consumer is cénfronted with 
an annual levy approximating 
$142,500,000. 

If the proposed tax applied to 
their household flour requirements 


only, regardless of rice and cotton,
